1. BIRTHS.- There wore 208 births registered in the District, 
105 being maies and 105 females ; this gives a birth rate of 
17.5 per thousand of the Estimatec population, or 19.46 per 
thousand if calculated on the popviation eat Census of 1901. 
In 1904 the birth rate was 24.6 ; im 1905, 22.00 ; in 1906, 
21.48 ; in 1907, 17.5 and in 1908, £0.09. Mis shows a 


steadily declining birth rate. 


TI. DEATHS.- The totai number of deaths registered in the 
District was 139. Of these 39 did not beiong to the district, 
leaving a total of 100 for Nowmarkest Which is equivalent to 


a death rate of 8.45 per thousand. in 1905, the death rate 
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was 9.9 ; in 1906, 10.2 ; in 1907, 9.8 and in 1908, 9.06. This 
year’s death rate is the lowest in the last ten years. Of these 
deaths, there were 30 in Exning, 51 in St.Mary’s and 39 in All 


Seints’. o8 deaths were certified as due to 01d Age. 


FANTILE MORPALIYY. - Yen chiidren died under the age o2 one 

year - this gives a mortality rate of 48.07 per thousand births, 
an extremely low rate. The Infantile death rate in 1900 was 200 
per thousand births, and there has been a steady decline since that 
year. Of the 10 infants who died, five died o debility, two from 
Congenital defects, one from premature birth, one from Waosoping 
Cough and one from Convulsions. Ons of the infants was iJlegsiaussen 

The average death rate per thousand at ell ages for the Last 


ten years ~- 1899 to 1909 - is 11.5. 


THE PRINCIPAL ZYMOTIC DISEASES were responsible for two deaths, 
one from Whooping Cough and one Enteric Fever. One death was due 
to Influenza, and one to Diarrhuea. 

Bight deatns were dus to Phthisis, against 6 in 1908, end 14 
in 1907. The death rate from Phthisis igs smail in the district, 
due, no doubt, to the good housing cof the Working classes, and also 
to their occupation which is largely an ovt--door life. Only one 
pauper notification was received this year. 

I should like the Council to consider the advisability of 
Notifying all cases of tnis disease, so that those suffering from it 
could be kept under observation and rooms occupied by them disin- 
fected from time to time. Leaflets might also be distributed with 
instructions as to disposal of ail expectoration, and the advantage 
of fresh air and thorough ventilation in this diseass. Cheap 
pocket spitoons might also be procuxed ond distributed to those 
unable to afford to buy then themselves ; by these means FatLents 


would be less a source of danger to their neighbours and the spread 
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of the discase, in & great measure, checked, There is no special 


hospital for the treatment of Consumption in the district 3; some 


cases are treated on the open-air principal at the Union Infirmary.

I. ENTERIC FEVER.- The first case notified was in February at 


Exning, a year previously a case had been notificd at the same 


house ; the sanitary arrangements were found defective, a 
midden privy being used then had probably contaminated the weil, 
The two other cases were brother and sister, these also occurr- 
ed in Exning, in August and September, - the well water was 
found to be contaminated from the privy, this was clotted end a 
new well dug. <All these cases were removed to the Infeovicus 


Diseake Hospital, and the rooms and bedding disinfected. 
-f \ 


ke DiPefiMTA.- Three cases were notified, one in February and two 


in May, the last being two sisters ; no cause of infection could 
be Giscovered. The first case was treated at home - the room 
bedding and hangings and clothing,being disinfected, the first 
by Pormaline Vapour, and the latter in the Council’s Steam Dis- 


infector. Antitoxim Serum was provided in all cases. 


III. S64RLEG FEVER.- 35 Cases were notified - 7 in January, 5 in Fek- 


ruary, 7 in April, 8 in May, 4 in August, 5 in September and 


1 in December. 
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The first serios of oases were a continuation of a case 
onding 1908, thon there was a pause of a month and a fresh out- 
break, then isolated cases during the year. it was thought 
thas probably a mild unrecognised case was the cause of the 
infcction, and the Schools were visited, without resuit. Au 
the cases were cxtrenely miid. They were all =~ with tho ex= 
ception of & - removed to the Hospital. in all cases, tho 
rooms occupied, and bedding, ciothing, &c., used, were disin- 


fected by Formaline Vapour and Stean. 


TV. MEASLES.- A few cases occurred 3; these were promptly notified 
by the Heads of the Schools, and were excluded from school 


pttondeance together with other children in affected families. 


Ms checked the outoreak. 


VY. MUMPS.- A somewhat severe epidemic occurred in the beginning of 


the year and lasted three or four months. 


PHYSICAL FRATURES & GENERAL CHARACTER OF DISTRICT.- The Urban 
District is, at its lowest level, vig:- at Exning, ehout TO 
feet above sea level - the lowest point of the town proper, 
viai- at the Post Office, High Streot, is 90 feet above sea 
level - its highest point being about 120 feet. The character 
of the sub-soil generally is chalk, end the tom is wholiy 7° 
residential. The surrounding country 18 open and flat. 

Tre chief occupation of ths inhabitants is connected with 
horse-racing, a great number of them being employed in Racing 
stables. The occupation of the stableman is particularly heal- 
thy, tne greater part of his life being spent in the open air. 

HOUSE ACCOMODATION.- The Working classes, mainly consisting of 
Stablemen, are housed in vrick cottages of 5 or 7 rooms, cost 

ing from £120 to £200 to erect and commanding & rental of six 


to 7 sniliings a week ; these are now built under Bye--laws 
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Similar to those of the Model Bye-laws of the Local Government 
Board, Tho colder part of the tom = knom as "The Rookery" - 
consists of chalkeflint houses (back to back), lath and plaster 
and brick ; these wove erected prior to the formation of the 
old Local Bourd of Health, and consequently little or no pro- 
Vision was made for open space round the bulldings. 

WATER SUPPLY.- The water supply is derived from decn wells sunk 
in the chalk and is at present in the hands of a private 
compeny ~ 3% is a high pressure supply. The water, althoveh 
Somewhat herd, 1s of excapbional purity. Samples from wolls 
in the district have been analysed, the water win found to bes 
impure, therefore the wells were closed and the town sevpply 
laid on. here a®e Still a few private wells, but the are 
condemned when pollution is detected. 

mb DUPPLY, - The supply of the town is good, as shown ny analysis, 
for access to the analyses I am endebted to the Inspector under 
the Food and Drugs Sct. 

DATRiES & COWSDERS have been regularly visited and fovnd clean and 
well kept. in one of the Cowsheds visited the ventilation was 
Tound to bo inadequate, this has been remedied. There was no 
overcrowding of animals. The interiors of the sheds are lime~ 
Washed twice yearly. 

COMMON LODGING HOUSES are clean and well kept. No complaint has 
teen made against their owners. 

SRTERAGE & SEWAGE DISPOSAL.~ Some of the Bacteria beds heaving be-~ 
come choked it was thought advisable to construct a now c: 
lar bed with a revolving epray, the results obtaincd up to the 
present ars good and will no doubt be much better when the bed 
hes been worked a little lorger 3; a new and larger sedimontat- 
ton tank has also been added. There are still some privy 


middens at Exning, and a few house drains to be connected to 
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the Sewer, it 1s hoped to do away with the former before iong 
and have the whole of the district connected to the sewer. 
HOUSE REFUSE.- This is collected by the Council’s Carts weekly 
end destroyed in the Covncii’s Destructor. The total nurber 
of loads destroyed during the year being 2, 249 of House refuse 
and 173 loads of Trade, shov, and old refuse heaps, making a 
total of 2,422 loads. a 
fhe Steam Disinfector is being constantly used, for dis- 
infecting articles of bedding, clothing, eto, froin woulsse 


Where infectious disease has taken place, with very good 


results. oS Lots were disinfected during the year. 
THE FOOD & DRUGS ACT.- Tie edministration of this Act is in the 


hands of the Police, tho teke camples for analysis end prose- 
cute when adultsrations are Pound. 

The Meat Supply of Newmarket is stood, no carcase or parts 
of carcases have beon condemned duxing the year. 

EDUCATION ACT.- The Urban District Council take no part in the 
aduinistration of this Act, it is in the hands of the County 
Council who have appointed their own Medical Inspector. 

SCHOOLS.- The Public Elementary Schools have been frequently 
visited and arrangements found satisfactory. 

FACTORIES & WORKSHOP ACTS.- Among these the Dairies, Ice-cream & 
Sweet Shops, Bakehouses, and other food purveying shops have 
been visited, the sanitary conditions investigated and found 
good. Various Lavndries have been visited, but no alteration 
has been found necessary. In the workshops for makers of 
wearing apparal, no outwork is given with the exception of a 
few odd jobs at busy times. There is only one underground 
Bakehouse in the district, as this is kept clean and well ven- 
tilated it is recommended that it shall be registered for a 
further period of tweive months. The Bakehouses, which have 


been reguiarly visited are clean and well Kept. 
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SLACVGHRTENRSOUSHS.- These have been regularly visited and found on 
the whole clean and well kept. Lime~washing end cleansing 
has been carried out at frequent intervals according to in- 


structions. 
182 Sanitary Inspections were made during the year. 


the Council have now under consideration the advisability 
of adopting the Infectious Disease Prevention Act, 1890. and 
parts of the Public Health Act, 1907. 


The Council have decided to fit up a small Laboratory at 
the Sewage Farm, for the analysis of water and sewage.

The year 1909 wlll always be remsubered as having beon 2 
disastrous one as regards the maintenance of the roads. 

With the exception of a short spell of fine weather in May the 
conditions were never favorable for tar painting, and 1% net 
be taken as due to this fact that the result of the 100,000 
super yards treated in June were not so satisfactory as those 
treated the previous year, this however has been the case 
throughout the Kingdon. 

The alternate frosts, thaws, and rains which prevailed at 
the end of the year seriously affected many of the roads, and 
in those cases where there was little or no metal the result 
was deplorable - The cost of Scavenging this year is therefore 


in excess of last year.

appearance. 
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The work in connection with this department has been 
satisfactorily carried on. The exceptional rainfall, parttic- 
vlars of which are given below, has howemer increased the cost 
of maintenance, the consumption of Coal being rather more than 
65 tons in excess of that consumed in 1908. 

Crops of Oats, Kohl Rabi and Mangolds have been sown both 
at the Exning and Newmarket Farms end have been well up tc ihe 
average. 

Some trouble has been experienced with the injectors at 
the Exning Farm and during the latter part of the year tne 
amount of pumping required has been excessive owing to the 
water which finds it way into some of the Marholes. 

In consequence cf a great demand for flints, shinzles and 
sand it was deened advisable te continue the work of riising 


same, and the following quantities have been raised :-

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Important alterations were carried out during the latter 
part of the year at the Newmarket Farm, viz :- the conversion 
ef Nol. Coarse contact bed into two Septic tanks, and tho 
construction of a 40 foot diameter circular percolating filter 
fed by the Adams Hydraulic Company’s distributor. This work 
is already proving of material benefit, both as regards 
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improvement in the tank effluent, which is now turmed on to 
the renaining Contact beds, and elso in the capacity and the 
resulting effinent of tho percolating filter.

SEWERAGE. 


Several properties have been connected to the Sewers. 

A 9-inch surface water drain has been laid by the Cemetery, 
the resuit of which has been to prevent the flooding around 
the Cambridze Road during the latter part of the yeexr. 

A great quantity of water has come domm the Duilingham 
Brook, and on several occasions the Culvext has been so full 


that a serious back flow has takem place into the foul sewer, 


the re-fixing of the flaps will however renedy this. 
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Certain premises have been flooded during the year, the 
worst cases baing on September 22nd. 

The construction of reliefs from the Manholes in All 
Saints* Road will I hope however prevent any serious cases in 


the future. 


SANITARY WORK. 

Particulars of the Infectious cases are given in the 
Medical Officer of Health’s report, disinfection of both rooms 
and bedding has been systematically carried out. 

Ihave, with the Medical Officer of Health made a number 
of Sanitary inspections, as a result of which various notices 
have been served and complied with. 

Some 54 notices were served on Owners or occupiers to 
provide receptacles for the collection of House refuse. The 
notices have been complied with. 

Various Dairies, Milk-shops, Cowsheds, Slaughter houses 
and Common Lodzing Houses have been inspected at various times. 

i have made a number of inspections under the Factory & 
Workshops Act, 1901. and in cases where notices were served the 
necessary woxrkK has been carried out. 

A case which came before the Magistrates on July 20th, for 
not providing proper covering to the carts conveying manure 
through the streets was not successful, but a certain amount of 
good was done in making it public, as causes for complaint in 
this respect have been very considerably reduced since then. 

Six samples of water have been taken and submitted for 
Analysis, and wnen found unfit for domestic use the Company’s 
water has been laid on and in one case a new well has been 


sunk.
